BONDED BABY SITTER 


* Paul Connole, manager of the St. Louis office of the 
Missouri Employment Office, has 200 sitters at work and 
has the assurance that the “fear of parents” will be 
eliminated, by a St. Louis firm “covering” his sitters 
as the first “bonded sitter” organization in the Nation. 

Despite the merits of this thing of “bonded baby sitters,” 
it’s a bit thought-provoking. It certainly is a token of 
God’s kindness to a home that it has a baby; then, too, 
the baby in the home is proof that the parents respect 
the laws of God and nature. But this thing of hiring 
baby sitters is surely something my mother knew nothing 
about, neither did my wife resort to it. (You see, I can 
say, “Neither did my wife, because, actually, our ninth 
and last baby is eight years old.) Why, the only baby sitter 
in my home was, in the first place, Mother, and down 
to me, the sixth (and what a time I had with my baby 
sister); and, of course, we followed the same custom in 
our home. So, I will have to admit that we are back num- 
bers in this thing of hiring outside baby sitters. I think 
that I can remember, however, at least faintly, that 

other gave me a Stick of red-striped candy for minding— 

by sitting; but my memory of what I was given for not 
being a good baby sitter to Mary is not in the least 
faint! I won’t let my children testify—they have also had 
experiences that will linger with them as long, I dare 
say, as mine has with me, about this baby-sitting business. 
After all, it may be a good thing that we were babies 
before this baby sitting had come into such general 
practice. (It’s another thing that can be listed as coming 
into existence in the first fifty years of the twentieth 
century.) In fact, I am almost embarrassed to think of 
what a terrible time a sitter would have had with my 
baby sister, and, on second thought, I almost blush to 
think of myself on the lap, or across the knees, of a 
perplexed, perturbed, singing, scolding, pleading, praying, 
quitting baby sitter. So, I guess I am rather glad that my 
mother, father, brothers, and sister “fetched” me up on 
their knees before the baby-sitter employment agencies 
were opened up. Then, come to think about it more 
seriously, I wonder what will become of that grand old 
domestic statement honoring motherhood, “the hand that 
@e* the cradle rules the world”? 











A CHRISTIAN DIPLOMAT 

On April 24, Lee College, as well as numbers of Cleveland 
citizens and especially the general officals of the Church 
of God, were honored.to have the privilege of hearing 
Baron William T. Frary Von Blomberg, who has the dis- 
tinction of being a member of the International Relations 
Council, a lecturer, business executive, International Di- 
rector of World Congress of Faiths, and Vice Chairman of 
International Committtee for Christian Fellowship. The 
baron accompanied our General Overseer, Rev. H. L. 
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Chesser, to Cleveland from the National Association of 
Evangelicals meeting in Indianapolis, Ind. 


It is only natural that one would be greatly impressed 
with a man of the baron’s distinction, given to him by 
his various and numerous relationships to international 
councils and committees; but two things about this great 
man impressed me more than all the others, namely, his 
humble, unassuming Christian personality, and his love, 
interest, and efforts for universal Christian fellowship. 
It certainly goes without saying that his position as 
International Director of World Congress of Faiths and 
Vice Chairman of International Committee for Christian 
Fellowship has given to him a voice for Protestantism that 
is not only heard, but his accomplishments have provéd 
that it has been very effective in procuring new rights, 
as well as protecting long-standing rights of Protestantism 
throughout the world. One reason the baron is 
in poisition to help Protestantism in its efforts 
to not only maintain its holdings in the face of 
Communism and Catholicism, but to carry on a 
program of expansion throughout the world, is his in- 
timate knowledge of the politics, governments, and policies 
of the nations internationally. In fact, it is quite certain 
that it would be difficult to find a man anywhere who is 
more fully aware of the status, plans, and intentions of 
the major nations than is Baron Von Blomberg. 


During his discourse he gave the following information 
on Russia: Russia does not want war within two years, 
due to the fact that her program of preparation is incom- 
plete, and she must carry on her campaign of grabbing 
strategic areas, especially those that hold oil. He said that 
the crucial time will come when the Soviets will find 
they can go no farther, due to their lack of oil, which 
really, is at their elbows but not rightfully theirs. Russia 
must have oil to develop a successful industrial and eco- 
nomic empire. The fighting war, he thinks can be put off 
ten years, and, as for that, with superb management, per- 
haps permanently. This possibility, however, lies within 
the confines of the United States’ and Great Britian’s 
careful management along these three lines: 

1. Eradicate the present spirit of defeatism; get rid of 
the appeasers, the Caspar Milquetoasts, in government and 
out. What these persons have already done is criminal— 
there’s no other word for it. : 

2. Use the European underground, which is startlingly 
efficient, to find out what is really going on behind the 
iron curtain. Too many Americans say it cannot be done. 
It can be done, and we can do it easily. These displaced 
persons will gladly risk their lives to get true, positive 
facts from behind the curtain. 

3. Have the atom bomb ready to strike—near the oil 
fields which Russia covets and must have, those oil fields 
In Iran, Persia, and Arabia, where Soviet propaganda 
has already been stepped up; and be ready to say to Mos- 
cow when the time comes: “One step and we act—but 
fast.” 

“There should be—for it is the most effective way—a 
united Christian effort to preserve our way of living 
and our freedom of political and economic action. 

Turning his thoughts to Germany he emphasized the 
serious condition that is existing in eastern Germany 
where the Evangelical Protestant Church has discovered 
that teachers are trying to persuade their pupils that 
there is no God and that Christ never lived at all. The

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Mothers of Distinguished Men

Timothy, from a child, knew the 
Scriptures, being taught them by his 
mother and grandmother. 

Dr. Doddridge’s mother taught him 
the history of the Old and New Testa- 
ments before he could read. This was 
dore by means of Dutch tiles in the 
chimney. Her wise and pious reflec- 
tions upon the stories there represent- 
ed, made good impressions on his 
mind; and he never lost them. 

J. S.C. Abbot says in his “Mother at 
Home” that in a college where one 
hundred and twenty young men were 
preparing for the ministry, it was 
found that more than one hundred 
had been led to Christ by their 
mothers. 

Henry Clay, the pride and honor of 
his country, always expressed feelings 
of profound affection and veneration 
for his mother. A habitual corres- 
pondence and enduring affection 
subsisted between them to the last 
hour of life. And nearly the last words 
uttered by this great statesman were 
“Mother, mother, mother!” It is natu- 
ral for us to feel that she must have 
been a good mother that was loved 
and so dutifully served by such a boy, 
and that neither could have been 
wanting in rare virtues. 

Benjamin Franklin was accustomed 
to refer to his mother in the tenderest 
tone of filial affection. His respect and 
affection for her were manifested 
among other ways, in frequent pres- 
ents, that contributed to her comfort 
and solace in her declining years. 

Thomas Gray, author of “Elegy in 
a Country Churchyard,” was most as- 
siduous to his mother while she lived, 
and after her death, he cherished her 
memory with sacred sorrow. Mr. 
Mason informs us that Gray seldom 
mentioned his mother without a sigh. 
The inscription which he placed over 
her remains, speaks of her as “the 
careful, tender mother of many chil- 
dren, one of whom alone had the mis- 
fortune to survive here.” How touch- 
ing is this brief tribute of grateful 
love! Wherever the name and genius 
of Gray are known, there shall also 
his mother’s virtues be told for a 
memorial of her. He was buried, ac- 
cording to his directions, by the side 
of his mother in the churchyard at 
Stoke. 

Amos Lawrence always spoke of ‘his 
mother in the strongest terms of ven- 
eration and love, and in many letters 
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to his children. and grandchildren, are 
found messages of affectionate regard 
for his mother, such as could have 
emanated only from a heart overflow- 
ing with filial gratitude. Her form, 
bending over his bed in silent prayer 
at the hour of twilight, when she was 
about leaving him for the night, was 
among the earliest and most cher- 
ished recollections of his carly years 
and childhood’s home. 

Sergeant S. Prentiss—From his 
mother Mr. Prentiss inherited those 
more gentle qualities that. ever char- 
acterized his life—qualities that shed 
over his eloquence such bewitching 
sweetness, and gave to his social in- 
tercourse such an_ indescribable 
charm. A remarkably characteristic 
anecdote illustrates his filial affec- 
tion. When on a visit to the North, 
after his reputation had become wide- 
spread, a distinguished lady of Port- 
land, Maine, took pains to obtain an 
introduction, by visiting the steam- 
boat in which she learned he was to 
take his departure in a few moments. 
“I have wished to see you,” she said 
to Mr. Prentiss, “for my heart has of- 
ten congratulated the mother who 
has such a son.” “Rather congratulate 
the son of having such a mother” was 
his instant and heartfelt reply. 

Francis Marion—General Marion 
was once a plodding young farmer, 
and in no way distinguished as su- 
perior to the young men of the neigh- 
borhood in which he lived, except for 
his devoted love and marked respect 
for his excellent mother, and exem- 
plary honor and truthfulness. In these 
qualities he was eminent from early 
childhood, and they marked his char- 
acter through life. It is often a matter 
of surprise that distinguished men 
have such inferior children, and that 
a great name is seldom perpetuated. 
The secret of this is often evident; the 
mothers have been inferior—mere 
ciphers in the scale of existence. All 
the splendid advantages procured by 
wealth and the father’s position can- 
not supply this deficiency in the 
mother, who gives character to the 
child. 

Sam Houston—His mother was an 
extraordinary woman. She was gifted 
with intellectual and moral qualities 
which elevated her above her sex. Her 
life shone with purity and benevo- 
lence, and yet she was nerved with a 
stern fortitude which never gave way 


in the midst of wild scenes that 


checkered the history of frontier set- 
tlers. Mrs. Houston was left with the 
heavy burden of a numerous family. 
She had six sons and three daughters, 
but she was not a woman to suc- 
cumb to misfortune, and she made 
ample provision, for one in her cir- 
cumstances, for their future care and 
education. “The excellent woman,” 
says Goethe, “is she who, if her hus- 


children.” 

As a wife and mother, a woman i 
seen in her most sacred and dignified 
character; as such she has great in- 
fluence over the characters of indi- 
viduals, over the condition of families, 
and over the destinies of empires. It 
is a fact that many of our noblest 
patriots, our most profound scholars, 
and our holiest ministers, were stim- 
ulated to their excellence and useful- 
ness by those holy principles which 
they derived in early years from pious 
mothers. 

Our mothers are our earliest in- 
structors, and they have an influence 
over us, the importance of which, for 
time and eternity, surpasses the power 
of language to describe.—Selected.

Motherhood is one of the greatest 
responsibilities that can rest upon a 
person. Not only are they responsible 
for the well-being of the child, but 

hey are responsible for their soul. In 
chat child is something that will nev- 
er die, and we, as mother’s, should 
be very careful how we handle our 
children. We should start teaching 
them about the Lord very early in life. 
The Catholic says, “Give me the child 
until he is seven years old, and he will 
always be a Catholic.” The reason 
for that is they start teaching the 
Catholic doctrine to their children at 
an early age. 

In Deuteronomy 6:7 where Moses 
was exhorting Israel to hear God and 
keep His commandments, he said, 
“And thou shalt teach them diligent- 
ly unto thy children, and shalt talk 
of them when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up.” If it was neces- 


@:: that they be taught the com- 


andments under the law, how much 
more necessary is it that we teach 
our children the commandments. 

Prov. 22:6, “Train up a child in the 
way he should go, and when he is old 
he will not depart from it.” Some- 
times we mothers feel that we have 
so much to do we don’t have time to 
read the Word of God to our children. 
But our child’s soul is worth the whole 
world. Jesus said if a man gain the 
whole world and lose his soul, it prof- 
its him nothing. If we fail to teach our 
children, and train them in the way 
they should go, we will be responsible 
for them. 

Teaching our children the com- 
mandments of God is the greatest re- 
sponsibility, but that is not all that 
goes along with motherhood. From 

e time a child can talk, and just as 

ng as you live, he will be asking 
questions. Some you will be able to 
answer, and others you won’t be able 
to answer. The child depends exclu- 
sively on you for everything. If he 
wants to know something, he comes 
to you first. If you are too busy to 
answer his question, he goes to some- 
one else, and sometimes he doesn’t 
get the right kind of an answer. It 
would pay you to take time to explain 
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to the child what he wants to know. 
After all, the child’s welfare is more 
important than what we are doing. 

Children have troubles, too, just as 
much so as we do. When they come 
to you with their troubles, don’t send 
them away without listening to them. 
They need your sympathy. So much 
of the time, we are inclined to ignore 
the wishes of our children, but their 
wishes are just as important as ours 
are, and we should listen to them. The 
reason some children act as they do 
is that they don’t get the proper at- 
tention, so they do things to get you 
to notice them. Another reason for 
children acting as they do is because 
you laugh at their cute tricks when 
they are little, but when they get 
older their tricks aren’t cute any 
more. Laugh with your children, but 
not at them. 

Be careful about the company your 
children keep. Let them bring their 
company home with them, and don’t 
make them stay outside to keep from 
messing up the house. If the child 
is not allowed to bring his company 
home with him, and feel free to bring 
him in his house, he will probably 
want to stay away from home a good 


bit of the time. After all, the home is 
for the children, and they should be 
made to feel that it is their home as 
much as it is yours. 

Teach the children that it is their 
responsibility to help keep the house 
clean, and let them feel they are a 
part of the home. Let them help with 
the cooking, if they wish to. They 
may be a little messy about their 
work, but they need to learn some 
responsibility while they are young, so 
when they get older they will know 
a little something about it. R 

If we as mothers will do our part 
while our children are growing up, I 
am sure we will have no trouble with 
them when they become men and 
women. We have this consolation that 
if we train the child when he is young, 
he will not depart from it when he 
is old. We will never go wrong by 
spending our time in training our 
children in the way of life.

This word is used to express the 
possibilities if all resources available 
were or are properly used. Jesus said, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature,” Mark 
16:15. They were just a small group, 
mostly poor and not-too-well-educat- 
ed men. 


Go Into All the World! 

No cars, no trains, no airplanes, not 
even a horse and buggy! We often 
refer to the “horse and buggy days” 
as a time when transportation was 
slow and tiresome, but if these blessed 
men of God had been able to hitch 
Old Dobbin to a buggy and travel 
over the kind of roads we had at 
the advent of the automobile, their 
task would not have looked nearly 
so hard and long. Someone may say 
that the then known world was not 
nearly so large as the world of today. 
Have you ever stopped to think that 
a trip around the world can be made 
today in less time than it took in 
those days to make a trip from Dan to 
Beersheba and return.

Thus, in only a few weeks, the en- 
tire population of the world would be 
reached with the gospel. Since it is a 
sure thing that they are not all going 
to be saved, we can evangelize the 
world and be ready for the coming of 
Christ in a few days. The world can 
be evangelized! We can do it with 
God’s help! 

God give us a REAL Pentecostal 
outpouring! Can we be satisfied in 
these days, with all the added facil- 
ities for spreading the gospel, to 
less than they did then? Do we hav 
what they had? Can we begin to get 
a vision of what we CAN DO if we 
will get the same power and zeal that 
they had? a mighty outpouring of 
God’s Spirit that will bring multiplied 
thousands into the fold of Christ; in 
some of our big cities, schools, offices, 
and factories closing down for days 
at a time to give way to the working 
of the Holy Ghost! powerful blasts 
of news and testimonies going out 
over the radios, spreading the mes- 
sage to every nation under the sun! 
telephones, telegraph, teletype, and 
the press taking it to every nook and 
corner! huge airplanes being loaded 
with workers, equipment, and litera- 
ture, and taking them to strategic 
spots around the world! the same 
kind of Pentecostal revival breaki 
out in each of these spots, as well 
from those who heard the message, 
by way of radio and the newspaper: 
natives running by foot, horseback, 
or however they may have opportun- 
ity to travel to outlying villages, and 
the same kind of revival breaking out 
in each of these villages! millions. be- 
ing won in days, instead of thousands 
in months, Communism could not stop 
this kind of an army.

You say, “what about money to fi- 
nance such a campaign?” Money 
would be the least of our worries if 
we had the spiritual needs filled. The 
radio and press would carry the mes- 
sage as news items; time would be 
allotted on the radio to preachers to 
explain what it was all about. Then, 
too, let’s look at what we have bee 
and are doing, and what we COUL 
do financially. On February 28, 1950, 
we had 111,559 members in the 
Church of God in the U. S. and Can- 
ada alone. If each of these had given 
one cent—just one little brown one- 
cent piece—for each meal they ate 
last year, three cents a day for foreign 
missions, we would have had 
$1,221,571.05 in foreign missions, in-

MANKATO, Minn.—A 29-year-old woman 
admitted in .- 2 court today she 
had telephoned Sheriff E. F. Date at least 

times in the last three weeks to give him 
the “Bronx Cheer.” 

“A Bronx Cheer” is something like “‘phooey 
to you” with accent. 

The woman, Mrs. Shirley Moore, of Le 
Hillier, a Mankato suburb, was brought into 
court after the Mankato Citizens Telephone 
Company had spent $108.50 to trace the calls. 

Municipal Judge Leslie Morse ordered Mrs. 
Moore to pay the costs of tracing the calls 
and then gave her a suspended 90-day jail 
term. The telephone was also ordered removed. 

In the court, Mrs. Moore said she had called 
the Sheriff at least 30 times a day for the 
last three weeks, but couldn’t explain why. 
She said she bore no grudge ainst Sheriff 
Date, but just couldn't resist the telephone. 

“Her conversations were vivid and to the 
point,” the sheriff said. 

The sheriff said some of the calls came at 
4 o’clock in the morning. He said records 
showed Mrs. Moore had been in court two 
years ago for doing the same thing to a young 
Mankato physician.

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The Christian Soldier

“Thou therefore, my son, be strong 
in the grace that is in Christ Jesus. 
And the things that thou hast heard 
of me among many witnesses, the 
same commit thou to faithful men, 
who shall be able to teach others also. 
Thou therefore endure hardness, as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ,” 2 Tim. 





2:1-3. 





In our scripture lesson the Christian 
is referred to as a soldier of Jesus 
Christ. A soldier is one who is en- 
gaged in military service for his 
country. A Christian soldier, there- 
fore, is one who is engaged in service 
for God. 

Paul wrote these words to young 
Timothy while he was a prisoner at 
Rome and in danger of his life. Paul 
was an old soldier of Jesus Christ, 
and he knew the dangers and pitfalls 
of a young Christian, so he wrote 
these words aS an encouragement to 
young Timothy. Paul reminds Tim- 
othy, in the preceding chapters, that 
he had prayed for him night and day. 
He tells him to stir up the gift that 
is in him; to have the spirit of power, 
love, and a strong mind; not to be 
fearful, but to be sober-minded and 
hold fast the form of sound words. 
Paul says Jesus has saved us with a 
holy calling, not according to our 
works, but according to His own pur- 
pose. He tells Timothy not to be 
ashamed of the testimony of Christ, 
nor of Paul His prisoner, but to be a 
partaker of the afflictions of the gos- 
pel. He is encouraged to constancy 
and perseverance in his work. We 
must be strong in the grace that is 
in Jesus Christ and not in our own 
strength. As a father exhorts his 
son, so does Paul. exhort him with 
great tenderness and affection. 

Not everyone that seeks enlistment 
in the regular army is accepted. There 
are certain qualifications to be met. 
Physical defects hinder in the regular 
army, so spiritual defects hinder in 
God’s army. 

The soldier must be qualified. Gal. 
5:24, “And they that are Christ’s have 
crucified the flesh with the affections 
and lusts.” Our old man is crucified 
with Christ, so we must put off the 
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old man with his deeds and put on 
the new man that is created after 
God in righteousness and true holi- 
ness. In other words, we must be born 
again, by the Spirit of God. The new 
birth is the first qualification that 
must be met. When Nicodemus, that 
great ruler of the Jews, came to Jesus 
by night to inquire about salvation, 
Jesus said, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, except a man be born again he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 
Nicodemus did not seem to under- 
stand this spiritual birth, but Jesus 
said, “Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again!” You 
may not understand it any more 
than you do the wind blowing, but it 
is essential to salvation. Paul tells us 
in Gal. 6:15, “For in Christ Jesus 
neither circumcision availeth any 
thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new 


. creature.” 


Many people are trying to get to 
heaven on their own merits. They re- 
fuse to accept the teachings of Christ 
that are laid down in the Bible. But 
Jesus said, “I am the Way,” and, “He 
that climbeth up any other way is a 
thief and a robber.” All our good 
works and resolutions will not alone 
secure our entrance into heaven. I 
once read of a man having a dream. 
He thought his good works formed a 
ladder and every good work made 
another rung on the ladder. His lad- 
der finally reached to heaven, and he 
was about to step over when a loud 
voice thundered, “He that climbeth up 
any other way is a thief and a rob- 
ber!” His ladder crashed back to 
earth, and upon awakening he re- 
alized the truth and seriousness of his 
dream. 

A soldier in God’s army must be 
consecrated. Rom. 12:1, “I beseech you 
therefore, brethren, by the mercies 


of God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable serv- 
ice.” To be consecrated means to 
set apart as sacred, to make hol 
Under the law the animals were sacri- 
ficed for sin, but under grace our 
bodies are to be presented to God as 
a living sacrifice. Our bodies must not 
be made the instruments of sin and 
uncleanness, but set apart for God 
and to be put to holy use by being 
devoted to God’s service. It is Christ 
living in the soul by faith that makes 
the body a living sacrifice. An out- 
ward consecration was stressed under 
the law, but under grace the soul, 
kody, and spirit must be devoted to 
God. “And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless unto the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 Thess. 
5:28. 


A soldier must be a separated | 


son. When one is chosen for milita 

service, he must separate himself 
from his family, friends, relatives, and 
even his home town. His chief busi- 
ness must be in the service he is re- 
quired to render. He cannot live at 
home, attend to his own affairs and 
be a good soldier. Just so the Christian 
must separate himself from all worldly 
affairs if he enlists for Christ. There 
can be no entangling with the things 
of the devil. Jesus says that no man 
can serve two masters. It is impossible 
to serve God and the devil at the 
same time. Some people live a sinful 
life, yet they will say they aren’t 
against God. There is no neutral 
ground. “Love not the world, neither 
the things that are in the world. If 
any man love the world, the love of 
the Father is not in him,” 1 Jo 

2:15. The world draws down the hea 

from God; so, the more the love of 
the world prevails, the more the love 
of God dwindles and decays. This 
worldly love is not ordained of God. 
The world is a usurper of our affec- 
tions. The things of the world will 
fade and decay. The lust itself and 
the pleasures of it will fail and cease, 
but he that doeth the will of God will 
abide forever. He that is a soldier of 
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Christ is an heir to immortality and 
an endless life, and will live on in 
heaven after this earthly life. “And 
have no fellowship with the unfruit- 
ful works of darkness, but rather re- 
prove them,” Eph. 5:11. Your stand 
for Christ will not cause you to be 


popular with the world, but if you: 


live the life victoriously you will have 
an influence that will be felt wher- 
ever you are. Someone is always 
watching us and many times reading 
our lives, so we should be very care- 
ful how we live lest we become a 
stumbling block along the way. 

A Christian soldier must be perse- 
vering. He must be able to endure 
hardness and not give up at the 
least trial that comes along. Some- 
times we may feel that our work 
isn’t. progressing, but we shall 
never .know the extent of our 
labors in this life. We may be 
tempted to despair, but Paul says, in 
Gal. 6:9, “And let us not be weary 
in well doing: for in due season we 
shall reap, if we faint not.” Remem- 
ber, Jesus never leads us anywhere 
unless He has been there before. If the 
sharp rocks cut our feet, remember 
they. have wounded His before. If 
darkness gathers around us, it was a 
denser gloom that surrounded Him. 
If many times we must stand and 
fight, it was through fiercer conflicts 
that He passed. If our cross is heavy 
to our shoulder, it is light compared 
to the one He bore. If the road was 
much rougher, it would be worth 
walking in it with Christ there. Fol- 
lowing Jesus means fellowship with 
Him, and the joy of that fellowship 
cannot be told. One writer has said 
that the cross is easier to him who 
takes it up than to him who drags it 
along. 

The Christian soldier must live a 
life of self-denial. Self is the biggest 
enemy a person has. Matt. 16:24, 
“Then said Jesus unto his disciples, 
If any man will come after me, let 
him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me.” If self-denial 
is a hard lesson, it is no more than 
what our Master learned and prac- 
ticed before us. We must not lean to 
our own understanding. It is only 
companionship with Christ that 
makes self-denial possible. A little 
boy was walking by the side of a 
missionary on the way to a meeting. 
The little boy amused himself by. the 
shadows they cast upon the path as 
they walked. After trying in vain to 
keep the shadow of himself from ap- 
pearing outside that of his friend, he 
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gave up the attempt and said, “Please 
take my hand.” In a little while he 
cried, “Oh, look, you can’t find me 
now; you can’t find one bit of my 
shadow now. I’m lost in you!” By 
walking close to Him we can live the 
self-denying life. 

One writer says self is the root, tree, 
and branches of all the evils of our 
fallen nature. R. D. Hitchcock says, 
“The secret of all success is to know 
how to deny yourself. Prove that you 
can control yourself and you are an 
educated man, and without this all

To you self-denial may mean only 
weariness, restraint, ennui; but it 
means also love, perfection, sanctifi- 
cation. Of all sorts of earthly good, 
the price is self-denial. The lower 
must be sacrificed for the greater, the 
coarser give place to the finer. Every 
step of our progress toward success is 
sacrifice. We gain by losing, grow by 
dwindling, live by dying.” Fenelon 
says, “Whoever will labor to get rid 
of self, to deny himself according to 
the instruction of Christ, strikes at 


once at the root of every evil and finds 
the germ of every good.” In 1 Cor. 
9:27, Paul says, “But I keep under 
my body, and bring it into subjection: 
lest that by any means, when I have 
preached to others, I myself should be 
a castaway.” It is easy to tell the other 
person how to live, but let us be care- 
ful lest we fail. If we walk after the 
Spirit instead of after the flesh we 
will be able to please God. 

The Christian soldier must be stead- 
fast. To be steadfast means to be 
firmly fixed or established, to be im- 
movable. If there ever was a time the 
Christian needed to be steadfast, it is 
the day in which we live. We are liv- 
ing in a day of false teachings and 
delusions. We need to beware lest we 
be caught in this trap. We need first 
to get on the right foundation and 
then remain unmovable. Don’t com- 
promise with the devil or his asso- 
ciates. God doesn’t need people who 
are for Him today and against Him 
the next day. We should not be moved 
away from our hope of the gospel. It 
is not a vain hope but a solid hope 
built upon a sure foundation. “For 
other foundation can no man lay than 
that is laid, which is Jesus Christ,” 
1 Cor. 3:11. This hope is our anchor 
as we go through life. We need to 
keep our eyes firmly fixed on the goal 
ahead of us and then advance for 
God. “Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your la- 
bour is not in vain in the Lord,” 
1 Cor. 15:38. 

The Christian soldier must be 
trained. In the regular army a soldier 
is drilled every day. He must undergo 
strenuous exercise even to the extent 
of causing his physical body to suffer. 
He is fed certain kinds of food, and 
his whole life is a routine of obeying 
orders. Likewise, the Christian soldier 
must be trained. If we do not know 
God’s plan in our lives, we will fail. 


The Christian soldier should be 
skilled in the Word of God. “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. The Word of God 
is going to stand when everything else 
fails. Jesus said in Mark 13:31, “Heav- 
en and earth shall pass away: but my 
words shall not pass away.” His words 
are imperishable and can be depended 
on. They are life-giving. Once when 
crowds were leaving Jesus, He looked 
at His disciples and asked if they too 
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would go away. Simon Peter said, 
“Lord, to whom shall we go? Thou 
hast the words of eternal life.” The 
Psalmist says, “Blessed is the man 
whose delight is in the law of the 
Lord, and who meditates in it day 
and night.” The Word of God, if 
heeded, is a surety against sin. The 
Psalmist said, “Thy Word have I hid 
in mine heart that I might not sin 
against thee.” The plan of salvation 
is laid out in the Bible, and it is very 
important that we study it. The Word 
is our guide map as we travel life’s 
journey. It matters not what theory 
someone else may have, we can rely 
upon God’s Word as a sure founda- 
tion. It is this Word that is going to 
judge us in the end. John 12:48, “He 
that rejecteth me, and receiveth not 
my words, hath one that judgeth him: 
the word that I have spoken, the same 
shall judge him in the last day.” 

The Christian soldier should be 
obedient to his captain. Christ is our 
Captain, and there is sure punishment 
for a soldier who disobeys Him. Many 
people will give their time and money 
for the Lord’s work but they will not 
obey His voice. Remember, it is better 
to obey than to sacrifice. Christianity 
has as its central point of control a 
living person, who, as Lord, requires 
that He Himself should fill every 
place in our hearts so that we can 
ever be singing from their depths. 
The price of success in the Christian 
life is obedience. Jesus said, “Not 
every one that saith Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven, 
but he that doeth the will of my Fa- 
ther which is in heaven.” Obedience 
secures the blessings of dvine fellow- 
ship. John 14:23, “. .. If a man love 
me, he will keep my words: and my 
Father will love him, and we will come 
unto him, and make our abode with 
him.” One writer says, “The first law 
that ever God gave to man was a law 
of obedience; it was a commandment 
pure and simple, wherein man had 
nothing to inquire after or to dispute, 
forasmuch as to obey in the proper 
office of a rational soul acknowledg- 
ing a heavenly superior and benefac- 
tor. From obedience and submission 
spring all other virtues, as all sin does 
from self-opinion and self-will.” An- 
other writer says, “No man doth safely 
rule but he that hath learned gladly 
to obey.” We are born subjects, and to 
obey God is perfect liberty. Our obe- 
dience to God is evidence of sincere 
and supreme love. 


The Christian soldier should give 
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himself to prayer. Prayer is the great 
link which pulls down the power that 
blesses us and everybody around. 
Jesus said, “Men ought always to pray 
and not to faint.” Prayer is not mere 
petition to God but a pouring out of 
the soul in communion to God. Prayer 
is the golden key that unlocks the 
storehouse of God’s grace. A man once 
said that our prayers and God’s mercy 
are like two buckets in a well; while 
the one ascends, the other descends. 
Once in a native village the people 
had a habit of going behind their huts 
every day to pray. They did this so 
often they had beaten a path in the 
grass. When they failed to pray the 
grass would grow up again. I wonder 
sometimes if the grass hasn’t grown 
over many of our prayer paths. A 
prayerless Christian will be a power- 
less one. The Bible abounds with ex- 
hortations to watch and pray. There is 
a barracks room in the army where a 
soldier can read, pray, and put on his 
armor before going into battle. We 
need to put on the right armor before 
we face the enemy. Face God before 
you face the foe. Feed on the Word 
before you fight. 

There is a threefold enemy. First, 
the world is our enemy. The world 
caresses before it crushes. Watch 
yourself, for the world doesn’t love 
you. It seeks only your downfall. A 
man that depends on the riches and 
honors of this world, forgetting God 
and the welfare of his soul, is like a 
little child that holds in his 
hand a fair apple with an 
agreeable exterior promising good- 
ness, but which within is rot- 
ten and full of worms. As Christians, 
our citizenship is not of this world 
but is in heaven and we should so 
live as to honor that citizenship. Let 
us be sure our delights do not exclude 
God. A man once said, “The roses of 
pleasure seldom last long enough to 
adorn the brow of him who plucks 
them; and they are the only roses 
which do not retain their sweetness 
after they have lost their beauty.” 

The flesh is our enemy for the flesh 
continually wars against the Spirit. 
We have only to look in the mirror to 
see our greatest enemy. Jesus is our 
commanding officer, and we need to 
obey Him. Paul says, “Follow me as 
I follow Christ.” Jesus says, “I am the 
way.” Don’t be deceived by the flesh 
for if we follow after fleshly things 
it means spiritual death. We need to 
awake out of the spiritual sleep, gird 
the loins of our minds and walk cir- 


cumspectly so as to please God. Many 
today will hurry to bed with a brief 
and thoughtless prayer, or none at 
all. They sit in church heavy, listless, 
and even critical. Some stay at home 
from prayer meeting and deliberately 
disobey God’s command to forsake not 
the assembling of ourselves together. 
Yes, we blame our unconcern on the 
evil days in which we live, and try to 
ease our conscience, but once a man 
really takes stock of himself he will 
be alarmed at the way he is at ease in 
Zion. I am amazed at the number of 
things that come to my mind when I 
try to pray, and at how much easier 
it is sometimes to reach for the news- 
paper instead of the Bible. Friends, 
let us watch the flesh and do not 
obey it, for it is our enemy. 

The devil is our greatest enemy. We 
are instructed to “resist the devil,” 
with the encouraging promise that he 
will flee from us. Bearing up against 
the temptations offered by the devil, 
and prevailing over them, is the very 
thing wherein the whole life of the 
Christian consists. It is the trial which 
God allows in this world by which 
we are to make evidence of our love 
and obedience to Him and of our fit- 
ness to become members of His ever- 
lasting kingdom. The devil is deceit- 
ful, and he is out to get the soul of 
man. We are in the greatest battle 
that man has ever known—the battle 
of sin against righteousness; the 
devil against God. But, thank God, we 
are promised victory! That which 
nerves the soldier’s arm and strength- 
ens his heart as he goes to battle is 
not so much multitude of the army as 
the character of the Chief he follows 
—Jesus, the Captain of our salvation.

Work on the new church was begun last September and the first service was 
held there on December 3. 

The Rev. Linwood Jacobs, pastor for the past six years, conducts worship 
services at the church. A native of South Carolina, Brother Jacobs came to the 
local church from Leadwood, Mo. He received his early schooling in the 
Columbia Public Schools and High School and attended the Church of God 
Bible Training School, now Lee College, in Cleveland, Tenn. He and his wife 
reside at 146 Bomar Avenue in Spartanburg.

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The Power of Lies

A lie often looks like truth, sounds 
like truth, seems like truth, is told 
for truth, is believed as truth, and 
is acted upon as truth. Because of it 
friends are prejudiced against you, 
cut your acquaintance without a word, 
judge you as a hypocrite for wrongs 
you know nothing of, take into their 
confidence those who have betrayed 
you, and the defamers have gained 
the friends you have lost. In this they 
have sinned, and you have suffered 
the consequences. Even if their falsity 
is afterwards discovered, the mischief 
is hard to undo, for uprooted friend- 
ship is restored slowly, if ever. The 
alienated friend does not often return 
to you to say, “I was misinformed, and 
I have wronged you with unjust sus- 
picions and given credits to false re- 
ports.” Therefore, the lost confidence 
is rarely restored and, if.so, the bro- 
ken band is hard to mend, so persons 
may go onward to their graves, 
wronged, wounded, and crushed, and 
that by those whom they have pitied, 
assisted, trusted, and loved, and who 
abused that confidence to injure 
those to whom they were indebted for 
their acquaintance, with the very 
friends whose ears they have filled 
with slander and whose hearts they 
have alienated with lies. Such is the 
power of lies that the purest and the 
truest have been stung by them as 
by fiery darts and poisonous arrows, 
until life has been a weariness and 
death a sweet repose. But is this the 
end? Not at all. 

Lies are sthong, but truth is stronger; 
Lies last long, but truth lasts longer! 

The day will come when lying lips 
shall be silent, lying tongues shall 
stop, and lying stories be cleared up, 
at the great white throne judgment.

Evangelicals are crying for help against this Communistic 
pressure, which is using forceful attempts’ to replace 
Christian faith in the schools with dialectical materialism. 
The Evangelical Church has approximately 80 per cent 
of church membership in the Russian Zone. Bishop Otto 
Dibelius, of Berlin, attempted to negotiate the complaints 
with the Communist-dominated eastern German govern- 
ment, but Prime Minister Otto Grotewhl failed to show 
up for a certain meeting with the bishops; therefore, 
the pulpits are being used to make the complaint public. 
The baron says there are twelve million Germans without 
Qos help in the Western Zone of Berlin, and that one 

thousand are coming into the Western Zone daily. He 
challenged Lee College and the Church of God in general 
to be the first to minister to these people, and not only 
that, but he said, “I’ll go with your representative to help 
him establish contact.” The baron also stated that Finland 
is under dreadful pressure by Russia, and the situation is 
very unpleasant; yet, the people are daresome to express 
their dissatisfaction and complaint, fully aware of the 


fact that they are apt to suddenly disappear and no 
one know what has become of them, as has already hap- 
pened numbers of times. He stated that in Italy, anti- 
Christians, or anti-Protestants, are numerically second 
only to those of Russia, and he said that gross immorality 
is one of the most evident and embarrassing situations 
in the country. He said that Italy is actually in the throes 
of a life-and-death struggle, and only Christianity can 
save it. 

Throughout the baron’s discourse he made it clear that 
the hope of the world in its struggle against Communism 
and Catholicism resided in Protestantism, which is a 
challenge to Christianity to assert itself and all of its 
God-given rights to maintain itself, and, at the same 
time, win the lost to a saving faith in Christ Jesus. It is 
useless to say, in the light of the numerous and stupen- 
dous responsibilities resting upon Baron Von Blomberg, 
that he is under constant mental, physical, and spiritual 
strain; therefore, we should join in earnest prayer that 
he shall receive special strength and guidance in his 
great work as a Christian diplomat.

stead of the $265,359.65 that was given 
—more than four times as much. Can 
you imagine ANY of God’s people giv- 
ing LESS THAN ONE CENT A DAY?

If, instead of 
giving pennies, each of us would 
ive all we are able to give, with all 
he new converts catching the same 
spirit of giving, how easy it would be 
to finance such a world-wide revival! 
What do you suppose the Lord thinks 
about us when the Church of God 
Mission Board has to turn down calls 
like we have had to turn down this 
year: a plea from Africa to take over 
a work where there has been a great 
Pentecostal revival and the small 
Pentecostal group that was sponsor- 
ing it was not able to send the needed 
workers; a call for helpers in another 
county where scores of Pentecostal 
groups did not even have a pastor! 
What was our decision? “We just do 
not have the funds available, nor in 
sight, to sponsor these new fields.” 

Don’t misunderstand me. Money 
alone will not bring this revival; 

money is needed, but it will take a 
Q@rorouen consecration of our lives 

and a real passion for souls to bring 
it to pass. 

God help us to get to where He can 
work in and through us. If we will 
consecrate our lives to God and all 
work together, we can do a work, 
spiritually and financially, that will 
tell in eternity.
